Something to Sell 


When the country was founded, 
there were intelligent, articulate 
men who had the creation of rev- 
olution in hand.

They did not have 
the facilities of radio or televi- 
sion. But when they spoke they 
were heard and understood. They 
had something to say. They were 
not taking pay on the sly to prop- 
agandize liberty. 


But the point is not this so much 
as it is that they provided lead- 
ership and direction. The people 
understood where they wanted 
them to go. They could make up 
their own minds to follow or op- 
pose. 

These men could speak. They 
also could write with clarity. The 
pamphlets of Tom Paine; the 
Federalist Papers, the writings 
and addresses by Jefferson, Mad- 
ison and others; were heard by 
ears free of the din of what has 
come to be called “‘commercials,” 
and payola records. It can be 
said that in the early years of | 
the Republic those who founded | 
and directed it did not take poils | 
to determine what would please | 
and entertain the lowest set of | 
values. ‘The appeal was not to) 
the lowest common denominator, | 
but to the highest. If polls had | 
been taken, there would have | 
been no revolution. | 


Today the captains of enter-| 
tainment tell us, with a certain | 
irritability, that the people won't 
look at quality programs. They | 
do not want to be inspired or | 
stimulated. They wish to be en- | 
tertained. | 


Financial Loss 


We have arrived at a place in 
the development of our country 
where there is general agreement 
that quality or appeals to the in- 
telligence are exhibited at a. fi- 
nancial loss. Jefferson couldn't 
find a sponsor today to discuss a 
bill of rights. Paul Revere would 
go unheard. The din of cowboy 
pistol shots, the bellowing of 
stampeded cattle, or payola rec- 
ords, would drown him out. 


It would be necessary to have 
a near-nude lady on a cover- 
jacket on the Federalist Papers, 
or Tom Paine’s, to inspire read- 
ers to take the book off the racks. 


Our public entertainment man- 
agers say frankly that the Amer- 
ican people will not respond to 
programs directed to the mind 
and the compelling issues of our 
time. Those are for eggheads 
only. If this were not true, we 
could not possibly have had the 
quiz frauds and the payola 
pay-offs. 


The sickness affects even the 
church. There are ministers who 
actually argue that the church 
should not concern itself with the 
great, disturbing problems of our 
society. The ministers must, they 
say, simply preach the “word.” 
The “word” must not soil | itself 
with reality. 

This, too, is a form of payola. 
“Come hear us preach. We will 
soothe you. We guarantee not to 
disturb your cowlike placidity of 
mind. We are a favored people 
and everything will be all right 
if we just keep quiet and let 
things be.”’ 

But there are millions who are 
willing to hear—and act. There is 
another America. But where is 
the clear note—the challenge to 
the mind and heart? And how 


may it be heard?

States and the Soviet Union 
signed an agreement Tuesday for 
a cooperative program of nuclear 
research, including possible joint 
construction of a large atom 
smasher for the benefit of inter- 
national science. 


The agreement, which will be 
part of the cultural exchange pro- 
gram approved in Moscow last 
Saturday, was signed for the 
United States by John A. Mc- 
Cone, chairman of the Atomic

of atomic energy. 


In the opinion of both USS. 
and Soviet officials, the agree- 
ment lowers the walls of secrecy 
that once surrounded atomic re- 
search.

MIAMI, Fla. (®—Use of Flor- 
ida’s pupil assignment law as a 
means of postponing desegrega- 
tion of public schools was ruled 
out Tuesday by the 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New Orleans. 


Hhe Miami Herald quoted the 
court as saying the law is not 
‘‘a reasonable start toward full 
compliance” with the 1954 Su- 
preme Court decision banning seg- 
regation in schools. 


The court reversed a federal 
court ruling which held that the 
law was an adequate plan of de- 
segregation.

Delicate Campaign 
Slows Rockefeller 


NEW YORK—Gov. Rockefeller is running an 
all-or-nothing political campaign ef an exceed- 
ingly strange kind. The thing is as delicate as 


reaching for a moonbeam in a darkened room. Of course, Rockefeller 
wants very much to be the 1960 Republican presidential nominee. 
And, of course, he knows there is only one way to seize this prize— 
to wrest it away from Vice President Nixon. 


But though the nature of the 
problem can be so simply stated, 
the approach to the problem is 
one of profound complications. 
Nixon is, after all, a big part of 
a Republican administration 
which Rockefeller himself once 
served. Nixon is top associate 
to a_ president, Eisenhower, 
whom Rockefeller respects both 
for his office and as head of the 
Republican party. 

And Rockefeller himself, make 
no mistake about it, is an au- 
thentic Republican. He is no Old 
Guardist, true. But he is also not 
one of those hyphenated Republi- 
cans who are really only con- 
cealed Democrats. 

There is a fairly 
glint in Rockefeller’s eye, yes. 
But he is not nearly so ‘“‘liberal”’ 
as to be prepared to assist the 
Democrats by hurting the GOP in 
lection year.

half a century. As the contrasting 
experiences of North Carolina and 
Arkansas make painfully clear 
the directions set by state leader- 
ship are of paramount importance. 

While there is a great need for 
democratizing the Southern poli- 
tical structure, it is too slOW a 
process to fill immediately the 
vacuum of leadership in these cur- 
rent troubled times. Hence, it is 
the South's citizens who present. 
ly eccupy high social. economic, 
and political positions that must 
fiil the gap in the meantime. If 
they are to do so, they must re- 
learn some of the long- for gotten 
aristocratic principles of the Old 
South at its best — sacrifice and 
obligation and a concern for the 
welfare of others.’
